men," said Blackburn. "I motioned 
for them to slop, but when they 
tried to go around me I whirled 
and .'ired once. 


"The bullet hit the back man, 


apparently an officer, between the 
shoulder blades 
and 
went 
on 


through the driver, too. The fellow 
in the rear fell to the left and the 
front man fell to the right. 
The 


motorcycle turned over. 
Neither 


man moved and both apparently 
were dead. I could see blood on 
both of them, but we didn't stop 
to check as we were under ma- 
chinegun fire ourselves and had to 
continue the withdrawal. 


"You tell the folks back home 


not to worry about us," added 
Blackburn, a powerfully-built blond 
youth, as he recounted his exploit 
while standing among a group of 
infantrymen shivering in the rain 
on Mount Hamra, overlooking the 
Kasserine plains.

"We feel back because we have 


only one life we can give to Uncle 
Sam if it will help our 
country. 


I got my two Germans and I won't 
fell bad now if they do get me. 


Another Kentuckian — Corp. Dil- 


lard Pratt, 21, of Hazard — while 
on the way out with the same pla- 
toon took a pop with his Spring- 
field rifle and clipped a German 
from another motocycle 500 yards 
away. 


"These mountain boys may have 


an awkward step, but they sure 
can fire those Springfield rifles," 
grinned another infantryman.

The Hindus 
are 
nationalists. 


They want a national government 
which will take in the whole of In- 
dia. The Moslems object to a na- 
tional government on the ground 
that, since the Hindus have a ma- 
jority of three to one, the Moslems 
would be a constant minority with- 
out a lookin. 


The vehicles which are carrying 


this heavy argument are three or- 
ganizations whose names have be- 
come fairly familiar to the Amer- 
ican public.

Hindus 
are 


grouped mainly in the powerful All- 
India Congress, which is dominated 
by..Mahatma Gandhi, and in the 
Hindu Mahasabha, 
which com- 


prises the more orthodox Hindus. 
The All.- India Congress claims to 
be .national and to include mem- 
bers of all religions, though its op- 
ponents assert that it is chiefly 
Hindu, but I mention this merely 
in fairness and don't thnik we need 
labor the point at all. 


The Moslems are represented by 


the powerful All 
India 
Moslm- 


League. This is under the presi- 
dency of Mahomed All Jinnah, a 
brilliant lawyer who is one of In- 
dia's outstanding personalities. 


In Jinnah's forceful lea'dership 


the league has developed an ex- 
plosive idea to safeguard the Mos- 
lem minority against that

Once you are in it you can't get 
out.

They have different histories, dif- 
ferent languages, differnt cultures 
and different laws. It isn't alone a 
question of religion.
